Question No. 1 
LAW SUBMITTED UPON REFERENDUM AFTER PASSAGE. 

Shall a law described as follows:- 

This law amends General Laws, chapter 131, as previously amended, by repealing 
section 105A thereof and adding thereto three sections, 105B, 105C, and 11)A 

Section 105B provides that whoever uses any trap or other device for capture 
of fur bearing animals, which is not designed to kill such animal at once or take 
it unhurt and which is likely to cause continued suffering to an animal caught there- 
in, shall be fined fifty dollars, but traps or other devices for protection of prop- 
erty, set not more than fifty yards from any building, cultivated plot, or enclosures 
used for rearing poultry or game birds, to the use of which the presence of vermin 
may be detrimental, are excluded from the application of this section. 

Section 105C provides for the submission to the voters at a municipal election 
in any city or town upon petition, of the question of whether the operation of sec- 
tion 105B shall be suspended or it it has already been suspended, of the question 
whether it shall again be operative in such city or town. 
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hhé Section 114A provides that the Commissioner of Conservation may suspend the 
operation of section 105B for a period not exceeding thirty days within any spec- 
ified territory under the control of his department. 
The law also provides for the submission, by the selectmen to

Dear Sir:= 

We the owners of riparian rights who use power along the Farmington in the 
Town of Sandisfield, Mass., have been hard put to it during these last four days 
from lack of water due to the reservoir gates being closed for the holiday period. 
An increasing number are using power hydro-electric plants for light and cooking; 
in addition there are the older established shops run by water wheels which have 
perforce come to a dead stop. All of us appreciate the advantages we derive from 
the maintenance of the Otis reservoir by the water company, without cost to us. 

For this reason probably, the occasional interruptions seem more irritating. Most 
of our plants are small units; for instance, my own electric plant gets along on 
800 cubic feet per minute -- but when the reservoir is cut off entirely, during 
the low stages of the river, we are left high and dry. 

My reading of the water company's charter is that the company in the beginning 
made ample provision to protect the rights of the lower riparian owners, when they 
diverted the flow from part of the water shed to form the reservoir. Certainly the 
reservoir has been a great boon to all of us along the river. If, during the per- 
iods of shut down, the man at the gates were instructed to see that the natural 
flow of the old river continued to pass over the spillway, as provided in the char- 
ter, all our own wants would be supplied. 

The shut downs usually coming on Sundays or holidays, when we have our houses 
full of guests, and are particularly in need the conveniences supplied by electricity. 
Also this last shut-down seriously inconvenienced two of our shops with rush orders 
on hand, the result being that their hands were idle, and the work held in abeyance. 

I think you understand that we approach you on this subject in the most friend- 
ly spirit. I asked Mr. Wesley Clark, our postmaster, for your name; and I am ad- 
dressing you personally, instead of the Massachusetts holding company. I am
